One of the largest crowds gathered 
in Aberdeen in recent years at a polit- 
ical gathering greeted Congressman 
Charles C. Kearns on Saturday eve- 
ning. The committee under the effi- 
cient guidance of Mr. Wash Hurd, 
Township Chairman, had erected a 
platform in front of the Mineral Well 
hotel In Market street. This platform 
was decorated with National colors 
and pictures of the candidates. 

The Maysvllle Boys' Band played a 
very delightful concert and so pleased 
with the music of our band were mem- 
bers of the audience that Manager 
Ruaaell was asked for several en- 
gagenaents. The Ripley Republican 
chairman happened to be In the audi- 
ence .and at once asked It he could 
have the band for a big Republican 
rally to be held In his town on Octo- 
ber 29th. 

Editor Walter Remley, of the 
Georgetown Gazette, made the first ad- 
dress. It was a strong Indictment 
against Woodrow Wilson and the Dem- 
ocratic party and a strong plea for a 
return to normal conditions by the 
election of Warren G. Harding and the 
whole Republican ticket. Editor Rem- 
ley dealt with the League of Nations 
In a most Intelligent manner and un- 
covered before his audience Woodrow 
Wilson's autocratic nature.

Three Candidates Have Filed Their 
Papers as Candidate* at Election 
To Be Held in November— Kir 
Fight Overshadow* It 

In every county in Kentucky Novem- 
ber 2'Will be held au election, designed 
to revolutionize the rural school sys- 
tem of the state. 

On that date the voters of each 
county will olect a nonpartisan County 
Board of Education composed of five 
members from the county at large, 
who next year will appoint a Count> 
School Superintendent. 

On account of the national election, 
however, so far as representatives of 
the Department of Education have re- 
ported, little attention is being paid the 
school election, and a majority of the 
people have forgotten that there was 
to be one. 

These trustees, two of whom serve 
for one year, one for two years, one for 
three and one for four, are elected on 
a separate ballot, containing no party 
dovices| They are nominated by peti- 
tion. The petition must be signed by 
fifty resident voters and filed with th< 
County Clerk at least fifteen days be 
fore the election That would be on 0" 
berore October IS. 

Only those residing In rural schorl 
district are eligible to vote for or to 
serve as members of the county board. 
This excludes residents of cities hav- 
ing independent schools and residents 
of graded school districts. 1'ndor the 
new law the county board will have a- 
wlde discretion as a city board In sc 
lectins superintendents of county 
schools, and may employ anyone who 
is qualified regardless of where ho re- 
sides In or out of the state. The min- 
imum salary will be $1,200. 

Th<! reformation of the common 
school system was designed to attain 
an organization which will lift the 
rural schools of moat counties out of 
a rut. They are starved by the rural 
graded school districts In many coun- 
ties. 

While there has been practically no 
Interest In this election in Mason coun- 
ty because of the greater Interest in 
the presidential campaign, there have 
been up to this time three candidate* 
file their paper with the County Clerk 
as required by law. These catldldate^ 
are Messrs. John Laytham, John I 
Claybrook and E. B. Kennard. Several 
other candidates are expected to en 
ter the fight before the 18th of this 
month which is the last day for flllnp 
papers.

TRIES J SUICIDE 

Ex-Servlce Man Take* Poison After 
Rc-EnllsUng Saying He Wculd 
Die to Free Hlg Wife-Sot 
Known Here. 

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 11. — George 
Smedley, 25, a formor service man who 
lad re-enlisted at the army recruiting 
station here Friday, attempted suicide 
by taking poison in a room at the Reed 
Hotel Sunday night. He la in a serious 
condition at St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Two notes, one addressed to "My 
Mother, Mrs. Anna Robinson, 1708 
Central avenue, Cincinnati, O." and an- 
other to "My wife, Mrs. Mary Smed- 
ley, Hamilton, O.," were found on a 
table In IiIb hoom beside u bottle of 
posion from which several tablets had 
been removed. 

The note to the mother said: "Good- 
bye and may God bless you. I can't 
stand this any longer. Always by a 
friend to my wire. George." 

The note to the wife read: "Good- 
bye, dear.* Good luck to you. I die to 
free you. I love you well. George." 

The notes were written on the back 
of two photographs, both of the same 
young woman. The young man regis- 
tered at the hotel Saturday night as 
George Smedley, of Maysvllle, Ky., and 
presenting a lodging form Issued by 
the army recruiting station. He was 
to have been sent to au army camp 
Monday. When a bell boy went to his 
room Sunday night at 5:55 o'clock, he 
round the man lying on the bed and 
hoard him cry: "I've taken poison." 
Ho was immediately rushed to a hos- 
pital. 

Smedley Is not known In Maysvllle 
so fur as we have been able to learn. 
He may be a native of the county.
